Read  at  Annual  Meeting  Friday ,  October  27,  1871. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Charter  of 
ihc  h  uion  benevolent  Association,  the  managers  present 
this  their  Fortieth  Annual  Report. 

A  file  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  been  increasing  its 
area,  and  adding  to  its  population  with  the  advance  of 
time;  and  while  the  numbers  of  the  needy  have  been 
everywhere  enlarging,  we  have  not  advanced  in  our  lib¬ 
erality  with  the  necessities  that  require  their  exercise. 
Our  receipts  from  donations  have  steadily  decreased 
during  the  last  four  years ;  the  amount  thus  received  in 
1870-71,  being  less  by  some  four  thousand  dollars  ($4000) 
than  in  the  year  1867-68. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  this  diminution  in  the  liber¬ 
ality  of  our  contributors,  the  association  has  continued  in 
its  most  useful  work,  and  to  the  extent  of  its  means  to 
relieve  the  wants  and  minister  to  the  sufferings  of  the 
poor. 

<  >m  \  isitois  have  been  faithful  in  their  self-assumed  and 
self-denying  work,  and  our  agents  true  to  the  trust  com¬ 
mitted  to  them. 

Ihe  alleviation  of  the  wants  of  many  hundreds  of 
widows  and  orphans,  and  suffering  poor  of  all  classes,  and 
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tlie  kind  attention  given  to  the  sick  and  dying,  attest  the 
usefulness  and  absolute  necessity  of  an  institution  like 
ours. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  our  visitors  and  agent  will 
exhibit  to  the  contributors  the  careful,  systematic  and 
prudent  manner  in  which  their  benefactions  have  been 
expended.  And  the  results  attained  while  far  below 
those  which  should  he  witnessed  in  a  community  like 
ours,  commend  the  institution  to  the  enlarged  liberality 
of  all  who  have  hearts  to  feel  for  the  needy  and  distressed. 

The  manner  in  which  the  work  of  the  association  is 
carried  on,  is,  or  should  he,  at  this  time,  well  known  to 
our  community. 

It  is  not  an  institution  that  encourages  idleness,  and 
thus  tends  to  increase  voluntary  pauperism.  By  dividing 
the  city  into  districts  and  appointing  visitors  for  each  di¬ 
vision,  we  secure  personal  examination  into  every  case  in 
which  relief  is  given,  and  thus  the  worthy  poor  are  not 
neglected. 

The  Christian  women  who  thus  disinterestedly  under¬ 
take  the  distribution  of  your  benevolence,  deserve  to  he 
encouraged  in  their  work  by  larger  supplies. 

If  it  be  blessed,  twice  blessed,  to  give,  rather  than  re¬ 
ceive  ;  if  she,  who  ministers  to  the  poor  and  sick  and 
suffering,  is  repaid  by  the  reaction  of  her  deeds  of  mercy  ; 
it  is  none  the  less  sad  to  meet  with  cases  of  destitution, 
without  the  ability  to  relieve  them. 

There  is  bread  enough  and  to  spare  for  all  of  God’s 
creation ;  there  are  means  enough  in  Philadelphia  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  all  the  necessitous  and  deserving  poor  without 
the  slightest  inconvenience  to  those  who,  out  of  their 
abundahce,  could  provide  them. 

Among  the  institutions  which  have  given  a  character 
for  benevolence  to  our  city,  it  is  confidently  affirmed  that 
there  is  none  that  appeals  more  strongly  to  the  earnest 
sympathy  and  large  hearted  co-operation  of  our  citizens. 
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Very  often  by  a  little  timely  aid  from  a  visitor,  those 
suffering  from  sickness  or  other  temporary  adversity  have 
been  relieved  until  enabled  to  find  employment  and 
maintain  themselves. 

The  most  deserving  poor,  and  oftentimes  the  most 
needy,  are  those  who,  until  sought  out,  suffer  in  secret, 
and  do  not  make  known  their  wants. 

There  are  many  cases  where  those  who  once  saw  better 
days,  have  been  reduced  through  misfortune,  and  to  whom 
the  very  idea  of  the  almshouse  is  horrible,  who,  by  a 
little  timely  aid,  added  to  their  own  scanty  supplies  have 
been  enabled  to  subsist  through  the  severity  of  winter. 
The  sufferings  of  these  cannot  be  portrayed. 

Small  donations  given  at  such  times  have  often  saved 
whole  families  from  becoming  a  charge  on  the  city. 

By  frequent  visitations  through  the  districts,  the  poor 
residing  therein  become  known ;  imposition  is  avoided 
and  the  poor  relieved  ;  not  by  indiscriminate  charity,  but 
by  distribution  of  such  articles  of  clothing  or  food  or  fuel, 
as  may  best  tend  to  afford  real  relief  at  the  least  expense  ; 
and  money  is  only  given  or  loaned  in  such  cases  as  in  the 
exercise  of  a  wise  discrimination  it  is  considered  proper. 

To  these  ministrations  to  the  physical  wants  of  the 
needy  and  perishing,  many  of  our  visitors  add  kindly  ad¬ 
vice  and  Christian  sympathy,  and  often,  while  providing 
for  the  bodies  have  been  enabled  to  enlighten  the  souls 
of  the  sufferers. 

In  times  of  destitution,  and  when  the  funds  of  the 
society  have  been  insufficient,  our  generous  almoners  have 
often  added  from  their  own  pockets  to  our  too  stinted  al¬ 
lowances.  This  ought  not  to  be.  Our  society  is  pledged 
to  the  community  who  pay  to  it  their  annual  contribu¬ 
tions  to  expend  these  in  the  relief  of  the  poor,  year  by 
year,  as  contributed.  It  is  impossible  to  accumulate  our 
means  since  the  poor  Ave  have  ever  with  us. 

Therefore,  year  by  year,  we  rely  on  the  generous  public 
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to  contribute  to  our  funds  still  more  liberally  than  hereto¬ 
fore. 

And  we  would  that  through  the  coming  winter  now 
hastening  on,  our  visitors  shall  be  so  supplied,  that  they 
need  not  turn  away  any  of  the  deserving  and  suffering 
poor  with  their  wants  unrelieved.

First  District. 

Market  to  Vine  street,  Delaware  river  to  Sixth  street. 

In  this  district  there  are  hut  four  visitors,  the  ladies 
dividing  the  sections  as  best  they  can.  The  necessity  for 
more  visitors  is  very  pressing.  Difring  the  winter  months 
the  families  under  their  special  charge  numbered  one 
hundred  and  eight.  In  the  month  of  December  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  visits  were  paid,  and  as  the  cases  de¬ 
manded  and  the  means  would  allow,  groceries  and  fuel 
were  supplied.  In  one  of  the  sections  several  cases  of 
small-pox  occurred  which  prevented  visiting;  at  this  time 
the  disease  has  disappeared. 

Families  under  care,  120  ;  visits  paid,  670  ;  funds  received  from  Union 
Benevolent  Association,  $210 ;  coal  received  from  Union  Benevolent 
Association,  34|-  tons ;  City  fuel,  15  orders  for  coal  £  ton  each. ;  City 
fuel,  lj  cords  of  wood  for  the  sick ;  three  stoves  loaned  from  Union 
Benevolent  Association ;  from  1st  Presbyterian  Church  Dorcas,  50 
garments ;  from  1st  Baptist  Church  Dorcas,  10  garments ;  from  pri¬ 
vate  charity,  $25  ;  also  large  packages  of  part-worn  garments,  and 
delicacies  for  the  sick. 
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Second,  Third,  Sixth  and  Eighth  Districts. 

Market  to  South  street,  Delaware  river  to  Twelfth  street,  and  from,  Market 
to  Spruce  street,  Twelfth  to  Seventeenth  street.

special  case  by  a  visitor,  $140.00  ;  from  Mr.  H.,  $2.00  ;  from  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  $3.00  ;  from  Mrs.  Lapsley  for  warm  clothing,  $3.00  ;  from 
Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Clay,  $2.00 ;  from  Mr.  Learning  for  special  case,  $1.00  ; 
from  Seamen’s  Friend  Society,  $5.00  ;  from  a  gentleman  who  had  read 
last  year’s  report,  $5.00  ;  donation  received  by  a  visitor,  $100.00  ;  coal 
from  Union  Benevolent  Association,  134  tons  ;  coal  from  Girard  fund, 
16  tons;  coal  bought  by  deposit  from  Grandom  legacy,  1  ton;  coal 
bought  by  private  charity,  4  tons  ;  coal  from  City  Trust,  4  tons  ;  coal 
from  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  J  ton  ;  wood  from  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
j  cord ;  stoves  loaned,  17  ;  stoves  re-loaned,  1  ;  stoves  returned,  3  ; 
stoves  bought  by  private  charity,  3  ;  one  woman  sent  to  the  Colored 
Home,  Front  and  Pine  streets  ;  two  women  to  Almshouse  ;  two  women 
to  French  Asylum  ;  from  Home  Mission,  2  prs.  boots  and  order  foy 
groceries ;  from  1st  Presbyterian  Church  Dorcas,  27  garments ;  from 
5th  Presbyterian  Church  Dorcas,  2  garments  ;  from  Epiphany  Church 
Dorcas,  1  garment;  from  St.  Paul’s  Church  Dorcas,  canton  flannel,  10 
yds.  ;  from  private  charity,  2  prs.  boots,  2  prs.  shoes  (new),  mattress, 
bed-clothing,  2  comfortables,  228  part-worn  garments ;  coffee,  meat, 
preserves  and  vegetables  ;  for  Christmas,  1  turkey,  2  chickens,  J  pk. 
potatoes,  2  loaves  bread,  4  lbs.  tea,  4  lbs.  coffee,  8  lbs.  sugar,  candies, 
mixtures  2  lbs.,  dolls  and  toys  of  various  sorts,  and  2  prs.  woollen  hose 
filled  ;  soup  tickets  given,  8  ;  doctor  and  nurse  obtained  from  “  Nurse’s 
Home  ;”  tracts  distributed  ;  a  Bible  given  to  a  Jewess  at  her  own  re¬ 
quest. 

Our  visitors  have  again  been  busily  engaged,  the  past 
year  in  endeavoring  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  poor. 

A  visitor  reports  a  sad  ease.  On  the  street  she  was  ac¬ 
costed  by  a  fallen  woman,  with  the  inquiry,  “Was  she 
from  the  Midnight  Mission ;  if  so,  would  she  place  her 
there?”  Being  told  she  was  not,  after  a  brief  talk  on 
the  sidewalk  facing  the  dark  narrow  alley  whence  she 
came,  the  visitor  persuaded  her  to  go  at  once  and  seek  en¬ 
trance,  where  she  would  be  kindly  sheltered  and  secure 
from  temptation;  ere  she  promised,  she  replied,  “I  really 
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cannot  tell  what  to  do,  I  am  like  a  wave  on  the  sea.” 
Thus  she  spoke,  and  the  visitor  regarding  her  forlorn  con¬ 
dition  with  pity,  went  with  her  that  hour,  and  gained  an 
entrance  for  her  to  the  Mission.  She  is  grateful  for  the 
Christian  home,  and  for  one  more  opportunity  to  reform. 

The  visitor  who  has  charge  of  the  orphan  boy  John, 
reports  that  in  answer  to  an  appeal  made  at  Baldwin’s 
foundry,  where  he  is  serving  his  apprenticeship,  she  re¬ 
ceived  a  gift  of  $10  from  Mr.  P.,  from  the  superintendent 
$3  ;  also  an  advance  of  $25  on  his  freedom  money,  to  buy 
suitable  clothing  for  the  winter,  of  which  he  was  in  great 
need.  He  is  an  attendant  of  the  Epiphany  Church  Sab¬ 
bath  School. 

A  case  is  reported  of  an  aged  woman  suffering  from  a 
large  tumor,  who  yet  assists  all  she  can  in  washing,  which 
her  daughter  receives  into  her  house,  who,  in  her  efforts  to 
pay  rent,  &c.,  was  utterly  destitute  of  decent  clothing. 
In  addition  to  the  care  of  her  mother,  her  brother  was 
afflicted  with  an  incurable  ailment.  In  response  to  an 
appeal  made  to  the  ladies  at  a  District  Meeting,  she  was 
nicety  clad  from  bonnet  to  shoes. 

A  case  of  suffering  was  presented  in  the  wife  of  a  sea¬ 
man,  who  sailed  from  this  port  months  ago,  and  had  been 
at  the  time  of  the  report  only  once  heard  from.  She  was 
found  with  her  children,  the  youngest  only  four  weeks 
old,  in  a  cold,  desolate  room,  crouching  over  a  few  cinders 
in  a  furnace.  The  babe  had  only  one  garment  on,  poor 
and  ragged;  they  had  neither  food  nor  money;  their 
breakfast  had  been  given  them  by  a  neighbor.  The  poor 
woman  was  to  have  received  half  pay  from  her  husband’s 
wages,  but  only  two  payments  were  made  when  the 
agent  was  declared  insolvent.  During  the  summer  she 
contrived  to  get  along  by  the  aid  of  her  needle,  but  the 
inclement  season  and  sickness,  combined  to  reduce  her  to 
the  verge  of  starvation.  Aid  was  rendered  and  a  stove 
provided. 

A  special  case  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  visitor 
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by  our  agent,  to  whom  it  was  made  known  by  a  lady 
friend,  as  the  case  was  not  one  for  public  inspection.  The 
applicant  was  for  many  years  a  teacher  in  our  city,  and 
had  been  reduced  to  extreme  poverty  by  sickness  and 
many  trials;  her  only  home  she  owed  to  the  charity  of 
strangers.  She  had  been  six  months  in  the  Episcopal 
Hospital  suffering  from  ailments  produced  by  exhaustion 
of  the  system.  Cataracts  threatened  blindness,  and  her 
physician  insisted  upon  entire  cessation  from  labor  for 
some  months,  so  that  the  wasted  body  could  recuperate. 
To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  have  money,  and,  although 
this  lady  was  well  known,  her  unwillingness  to  publicity 
shut  out  legitimate  sources  (the  churches),  and  a  private 
application  was  kindly  responded  to,  and,  aided  by  the 
visitor,  a  room  was  taken  and  furnished,  she  having  parted 
with  all  she  possessed  to  sustain  life.  Coal  was  laid  in, 
her  rent  secured,  and  a  sum  in  hand  for  future  use. 

Mary  H — ,  an  industrious  woman  and  excellent  laun¬ 
dress,  was  disabled  two  months  by  a  fall  causing  a  dislo¬ 
cation  of  the  shoulder  and  fracture  of  the  arm.  Her 
gratitude  for  the  timely  aid  she  received  was  touching. 
The  Reports  for  December  and  January  are  filled  with  the 
distresses  of  the  poor — work  among  many  being  over  for 
the  season,  warm  clothing  needed,  and  little  provision 
made  for  the  coming  wants.  One  family  was  found,  hus¬ 
band,  wife  and  three  little  children,  without  food  for 
twenty-four  hours,  and  then  only  a  little  mush.  lie  was 
advised  to  cut  ice  and  the  family  provided  for.  Another 
family  in  great  need,  the  wife  earning  all  by  making  pan¬ 
taloons  at  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  pair.  Amos  Laws 
was  induced  to  learn  chair  caning,  and  recommended  by 
the  visitor  for  that  object;  he  has  become  expert.  His 
residence  is  1112  Ohio  street — he  will  come  for  and  return 
them. 

A  refined,  educated  woman,  with  her  two  sons  and 
aged  mother,  the  former  were  without  employment.  The 
visitor  exerted  herself,  and,  with  the  aid  of  the  Society 
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and  private  donations,  Mrs.  D.  was  placed  in  a  little  store, 
rent  secured  for  two  months,  and  she  is  in  a  fair  way  to 
support  herself;  the  contents  of  the  store  all  paid  for. 

Another  hard  case,  of  a  widow  with  five  small  children, 
willing  to  work  if  it  could  he  had.  Her  visitor  feels  sure 
she  denies  herself  food  to  feed  her  children. 

A  woman  applied  to  a  visitor  for  needlework.  She 
found  her  capable,  and  on  visiting  her  one  extremely  cold 
day,  discovered  them  without  fire;  the  eldest  daughter 
said  she  had  not  tasted  food  since  the  day  previous,  and 
then  only  tea  and  bread.  The  visitor  sent  for  coal,  saw  a 
good  fire  made  up,  provided  them  a  comfortable  meal,  and 
that  night  found  a  service  place  for  the  daughter.  The 
husband  had  earned  good  wages  until  the  cold  weather  set 
in.  By  degrees  the  visitor  learned  he  drank  and  squan- 
dered  his  money,  giving  his  wife  a  mere  pittance.  When 
sober  he  was  a  kind  husband,  and  the  visitor  has  hope  of 
winning  him  to  better  ways. 

Two  aged  Christians  who  died  under  the  care  of  the 
Society,  wished  their  thanks  returned  for  the  aid  they  had 
received  from  it.  One  of  them  was  utterly  helpless  from 
dropsy,  and  was  kindly  attended  by  a  grandson  nine  years 
old,  his  mother  being  employed  all  day  in  a  restaurant. 
She  is  a  widow  with  three  children.  A  woman  was  found 
in  the  severest  of  the  season,  without  bed,  bedstead  or 
covering  of  any  kind.  Her  room  was  an  attic,  and  as  she 
had  only  afurnace  to  make  fire  in,  she  feared  suffocation  even 
if  she  had  had  coal.  She  sewed  at  the  House  of  Industry 
on  Seventeenth  street,  in  the  season.  Her  pressing  wants 
were  soon  supplied,  a  stove  also  furnished.  Another 
family  from  sickness  had  been  much  reduced.  When 
winter  set  in  the  struggle  with  want  was  great — finally  all 
work  ceased.  The  husband,  a  good  varnisber,  from  expo¬ 
sure  in  seeking  employment,  fell  sick,  then  a  young  child 
had  a  violent  attack  of  illness.  They  were  living  in  a  base¬ 
ment,  sharing  it  with  a  poor  widow  and  her  two  children. 

We  have  the  following  reported:  “An  aired  lady 
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with  a  frightful  cancer,  suffering  and  destitute,  her  sis¬ 
ter,  aged  eighty -four,  unable  to  do  anything  for  her; 
a  niece  with  a  young  daughter,  and  another  aunt  living 
with  them,  taking  some  charge  of  them.  The  family  was 
represented  to  he  starving.  Substantial  aid  was  imme¬ 
diately  rendered  from  the  Society,  from  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  and  some  from  private  sources.”  Visitor  goes 
on  to  state,  “this  case  will  no  longer  claim  the  attention 
of  the  Society,  as  the  persons  to  whom  she  made  it  known, 
with  the  generous  aid  of  the  lady  who  brought  it  to  her 
notice,  will  care  for,  and  with  the  money  in  hand,  carry 
them  through  the  winter,  and  perhaps  by  that  time  the 
aged  sufferer  will  have  received  her  summons  home.” 

Great  kindness  is  shown  by  the  poor  to  each  other.  A 
visitor  tells  of  a  poor  woman  nearly  blind,  without  a  single 
relative  to  care  for  her,  having  a  home  given  her  for  four 
years  by  a  poor  woman  obliged  to  earn  her  daily  bread. 
Also  another  woman,  who  has  a  family  to  care  for ;  by 
retiring  late  and  rising  early,  she  saved  time  to  provide 
for  and  keep  comfortable  a  poor  consumptive,  who  would 
otherwise  he  friendless,  all  from  kindness. 

A  poor  woman  was  found  alone,  apparently  dying. 
The  visitor  drew  from  her  some  account  of  her  former  life, 
and  finding,  on  inquiry,  her  story  true,  applied  to  her 
former  pastor,  who  had  lost  sight  of  her  for  years.  She 
was  kindly  cared  for.  An  interesting  case  of  a  young 
English  woman  was  reported  by  a  visitor.  The  husband 
had  left  the  city  to  seek  employment.  Hearing  nothing 
from  him  she  feared  he  was  dead.  Her  situation  in  her 
hoarding-house  became  unpleasant,  it  being  an  undesirable 
place  for  her ;  she  was  in  debt  for  two  weeks’  hoard  when, 
one  rainy  night,  she  and  her  child  were  put  out  in  the 
street,  and  all  she  possessed  retained  for  her  debt.  A  poor 
widow  gave  them  shelter,  and  the  visitor  exerted  herself 
on  their  account  and  soon  regained  her  clothing.  She  has 
been  placed  as  a  beneficiary  of  Christ  Church. 

The  family  who  required  so  much  aid  for  some  time 
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past,  lias  received  material  assistance  from  their  former 
pastor,  Dr.  Boardman,  who  wrote  a  kind  letter  of  thanks 
to  the  visitor  for  her  attention  to  them.  He  allowed  a 
stated  sum  per  month  until  their  worst  difficulties  were 
over. 

Our  visitors  have  been  able  to  aid  many  in  the  purchase 
of  sewing  machines,  being  security  for  monthly  pay¬ 
ments  ;  watching  over  and  procuring  work  for  the  buyers, 
encouraging  them  to  persevere,  often  making  glad  the 
hearts  of  the  widowed. 

There  are  sometimes  bright  spots  gratifying  to  those 
who  have  labored  in  the  hope  of  bettering  the  condition 
of  those  brought  under  their  care.  One  family  found  two 
winters  ago,  had  then  several  members  sick,  husband  out 
of  work;  of  course  their  destitution  was  extreme.  How 
the  husband  has  steady  work  in  a  foundry,  the  wife  and 
sister  a  sewing  machine  and  employment.  Another  family 
rescued  from  starvation  last  winter,  are  surrounded  by 
better  influences,  and  gradually  rising.  A  widow  with 
two  children  has  rented  a  house  which  she  sub-lets  and 
keeps  a  small  shop.  Volumes  might  he  filled  with  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  sufferings  witnessed  by  our  visitors,  and  re¬ 
lieved  by  them  as  far  as  means  are  given.  Christian  coun¬ 
sel  too  is  afforded,  and  by  many  gladly  received. 

Fourth  District. 

Market  to  Vine,  Sixth  to  Twelfth  street. 

Number  of  visits,  483  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  funds,  received 
and  expended,  $110 ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  coal,  32  tons  ;  from 
city  fuel,  coal,  25|  tons,  wood,  1  cord  ;  from  Girard  fuel,  14  tons  ;  from 
the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  2  orders  for  groceries,  and  a  physician  ; 
from  Friends’  Northern  Dorcas  Society,  10  garments ;  from  Private 
Sewing  Circle,  8  garments;  from  private  sources,  $25.75,  forty  partly- 
worn  garments,  provisions,  &c.  ;  from  Union  Benevolent,  seven  stoves 
were  loaned,  $8  were  loaned  and  returned ;  Provident  work  to  the 
amount  of  $81.75  was  given  to  19  women. 

From  the  Sanitary  Commission,  $5  were  obtained  for  a 
young  man  who  served  throughout  the  war,  and  became 
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incapacitated  for  work,  and  in  a  state  of  suffering  from  a 
wound  received  in  one  of  the  battles.  The  visitor  pro¬ 
cured  his  admission  into  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  where  he 
had  an  operation  performed,  and  at  the  time  of  the  report 
was  doing  well.  A  French  emigrant  and  his  wife  were 
assisted  from  private  funds  to  purchase  a  sewing  machine. 
A  poor  woman  who  was  extremely  ill  was  placed  in  “  St. 
Joseph’s  Hospital,”  subsequently  was  discharged  recovered. 
The  visitor  procured  a  place  in  the  country  for  her  and 
her  little  girl.  Two  deaths  reported. 

Fifth  and  ninth  Districts. 

Market  to  Spruce,  Sixth  to  Twelfth  streets,  and  Spruce  to  South,  Twelfth 

to  Seventeenth  street. 

During  the  past  year  the  meetings  of  these  Districts 
have  been  held  regularly  every  month,  and  reports  pre¬ 
sented,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary : 

Number  visits,  906 ;  number  sick,  66 ;  number  deaths,  6 ;  from 
Union  Benevolent  funds,  received  $245  ;  from  Union  Benevolent,  coal, 
694  tons  ;  from  Union  Benevolent,  stoves  loaned,  6  ;  from  city  coal,  10 
tons  ;  from  Girard  coal,  44  tons  ;  from  Girard  wood,  34  cords  ;  from 
Grandom  coal,  purchased  44  tons  ;  from  Mrs.  Sliober’s  Dorcas,  30  gar¬ 
ments  ;  from  private  charity,  50  half-worn  garments,  32  new  garments, 
6  pairs  of  shoes,  42  yards  of  new  material,  one-half  ton  of  coal,  4  pounds 
of  tea,  6  cups  of  jelly,  2  pounds  of  rice,  1  pound  oatmeal,  and  a  bottle 
of  wine,  lemons,  oranges,  and  farina  for  the  sick  ;  $49.37  expended  from 
private  sources,  1  pair  of  shoes  given  by  order  'from  Mrs.  Jones,  2 
bags  of  Provide'nt  work  ;  tracts  distributed,  378  ;  religious  papers,  31  ; 
books,  18  ;  Bibles,  4.  One  of  the  latter  was  purchased  for  $1.50. 

Seventh  and  Tenth  Districts, 

Market  to  Vine ,  Twelfth  to  Schuylkill  river. 

Number  of  visits  during  the  year,  660  ;  number  of  families  under  care 
(reported)  70  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  received  and 
expended,  $265  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  coal,  414 
tons  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  stoves,  6  ;  from  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  coal,  24  tons  ;  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
2  orders  for  groceries,  $1  each,  received  monthly  by  two  poor  women  ; 
from  the  Grandom  bequest,  34  tons  coal  ;  from  city  fuel,  14  cords  wood, 
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and  7j  tons  coal;  from  the  Sanitary  Commission,  through  Mrs.  Jones, 
$10  ;  fropi  the  Female  Relief  Association,  2  flannel  shirts  (men’s)  and 
2  boys  ditto,  1  pair  of  hoots  ($2.25),  1  pair  of  slippers,  1  dress,  6  pairs 
half-worn  hoots  for  children,  and  18  partly-worn  garments ;  from  the 
Nurses’  Home,  a  physician  and  nurse  ;  from  private  sources,  $85.47. 
One  carpet,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  1  bed  spread,  234  part-worn  garments, 
wine,  medicines  and  nourishments  for  the  sick,  2  baskets  of  provisions, 
2  pounds  of  confectionery,  3  bonnets,  7  pairs  of  boots,  apples,  coal  oil, 
a  large  quantity  of  butter,  9  yards  flannel,  several  articles  of  new 
clothing,  15  yards  muslin,  4^  yards  canton  flannel,  1  pair  of  slippers,  3 
barrels  of  flour,  4  yards  drugget,  a  large  quantity  of  flannel ;  soup 
orders  given,  17  ;  employment  found  for  6  persons  ;  a  good  home  pro¬ 
vided  for  a  little  girl  10  years  old  ;  number  of  sick  during  the  year  re¬ 
ported,  84 ;  deaths  4. 

One  of  our  visitors  gives  an  interesting  account  of  a 
poor  woman  she  found  very  destitute,  living  in  a  loft, 
with  no  means  of  fire,  no  furniture  hut  a  straw  mattress, 
a  few  bed  clothes  and  a  trunk — she  warmed  her  food  at 
her  neighbor’s  fire  as  convenient.  On  inquiry,  the  visitor 
found  she  had  at  one  time  been  in  good  circumstances, 
and  had  been  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church  for  more 
than  thirty  years — she  had  fallen  and  broke  her  foot  t  wo 
years  before,  which,  with  the  asthma  and  age,  being  over 
sixty,  had  reduced  her  to  her  present  state.  She  had 
never  told  her  poverty,  but  lived  as  best  she  could,  having 
saved  enough  to  pay  her  rent.  She  lived  upon  soup  last 
winter  obtained  from  the  Soup  House.  The  following 
Sunday  the  visitor  took  an  account  of  her  case  to  the 
church  to  which  she  belonged,  and  before  the  day  passed 
some  of  the  members  called  upon  her.  They  at  once 
recognized  her,  and  seemed  to  feel  it  both  a  duty  and 
pleasure  to  assist  her  with  comforts.  She  now  resides  in 
a  pleasant,  carpeted  room.  The  visitor  supplied  her  with 
coal  and  food.  Whenever  she  sees  the  visitor  she  is 
earnest  in  expressing  her  gratitude,  who  adds,  “  In  assist¬ 
ing  her  I  have  felt  the  reward  of  giving  to  one  of  His 
little  ones.” 

Another  visitor  mentions  two  aged  widows,  who  are 
unable  to  work,  and  were  exceedingly  destitute ;  one  was 
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deaf,  the  other  suffering  with  a  cancer.  She  assisted  them 
with  means  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  also 
privately.  A  visitor  mentions  the  case  of  a  man,  in  very 
delicate  health,  who  had  a  good  situation  in  an  establish¬ 
ment,  where  the  labor  was  not  severe  ;  he  lost  it,  owing  to 
their  being  obliged  to  reduce  the  number  of  employees, 
and  he  not  being  strong  was  not  so  useful  as  some  others, 
consequently  he  was  discharged,  lie  has  a  large  family 
(who  are  helpless)  depending  upon  him.  He  has  been 
materially  assisted.  Another  visitor  has  under  her  care 
three  old  women  over  eighty  years  of  age,  one  having  a 
cancer  in  her  face,  suffering  greatly — another  having 
rheumatism,  unable  to  move  from  her  bed  or  chair,  and 
although  every  joint  in  her  hands  is  distorted  she  assists 
in  maintaining  herself  by  her  needle.  Another  case  is  re¬ 
ported  of  a  poor  widow,  with  five  children,  ill  with  a  sun¬ 
stroke  received  during  the  summer;  her  oldest  child  (13 
years  old)  having  disease  of  the  heart,  overworked  at  a 
service  place. 


Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Districts. 

Market  to  South  street,  Seventeenth  street  to  Schuylkill  river. 

Number  of  visits  made,  17^9 ;  families  relieved,  977  ;  coal  orders 
distributed,  441,  110j  tons  ;  stoves  loaned  from  Union  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation,  15  ;  Union  Benevolent  Association,  funds  received,  $520  ;  from 
private  charity,  $135.42,  and  392  garments,  8  sheets,  2  comfortables,  2 
blankets,  also,  wine,  jelly,  chickens,  beef  extract,  grapes,  Irish  moss, 
and  other  delicacies  for  the  sick  ;  from  a  friend  of  a  visitor,  50  cents’ 
worth  of  work  per  week,  and  $4.00  for  rent  for  an  invalid. 

From  Provident  Society,  work  for  4  women,  also,  0  pieces  for  a 
woman  who  supports  her  aged  father  and  mother,  by  washing  and 
sewing,  or  any  kind  of  labor  she  can  get  to  do ;  they  are  over  80  years 
of  age,  and  nearly  helpless. 

From  Bethany  Aid  Society,  obtained  by  a  visitor,  $38.00,  1  ton  of 
coal,  G4  garments,  and  20  pairs  of  shoes  ;  from  Dorcas  of  Bev.  J. 
Chambers’  Church,  38  garments,  and  5  pairs  of  shoes  ;  from  Unitarian 
Society,  4  ton  of  coal,  $1.00  worth  of  work  for  two  women;  from 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  3  tons  of  coal  and  groceries  ;  from  Girard  Fund, 
174  tons  coal,  and  1  cord  wood  ;  Grandom  coal,  10  j  tons  and  1  cord  wood; 
city  fuel,  74  tons  ;  from  Sanitary  Fund,  through  Mrs.  Jones,  $20.00; 
from  Mrs.  Jones,  for  a  special  case,  $10.00  ;  $21.00  given  to  a  visitor  to 
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furnish  a  room  for  a  poor  woman,  and  a  Christmas  dinner  for  a  poor 
family  ;  $15.00  given  to  a  poor  woman  to  enable  her  to  bring  her  sick 
daughter  from  Maine  ;  20  pairs  of  shoes,  and  16  pairs  hoots  given. 

Employment  given  to  9  men,  8  women,  and  5  children  ;  25  Bibles,  12 
Testaments,  and  1096  tracts  distributed ;  4  men  and  women  sent 
to  Bible  class,  and  38  children  to  Sabbath  school ;  3  children  sent  to 
Childrens’  Hospital,  and  one  to  the  Home  for  Feeble  Minded ;  2  Or¬ 
phans  sent  to  the  Northern  Home  ;  6  doctors  procured,  and  a  nurse 
from  the  Nurses’  Home  ;  7  soup  tickets  ;  159  cases  of  sickness,  and  42 
deaths. 

A  visitor  reports  the  case  of  a  widow  just  recovering 
from  an  attack  of  pneumonia,  has  five  children,  one  a  lad 
of  seventeen  years,  her  main  support,  who  got  into  bad 
company,  and  was  arrested  for  stealing.  Visitor  called  to 
see  the  person  at  whose  place  the  robbery  was  committed, 
and  he  promised  not  to  appear  against  the  lad  at  the  trial, 
for  his  mother’s  sake.  Visitor  furnished  her  with  gro¬ 
ceries,  coal,  and  a  doctor’s  services.  The  young  man  was 
released  from  prison,  but  became  very  sick  ;  says  he  will 
never  forget  the  time  spent  there,  and  thinks  it  saved 
him  from  ruin,  and  if  he  was  permitted  to  get  welL 
would  lead  a  different  life ;  he  did  recover,  and  visitor 
gave  him  a  Bible,  which  he  now  takes  great  pleasure  in 
reading,  and  hopes  soon  to  have  steady  employment. 

Another  visitor  procured  a  little  sewing  from  some 
friends  for  three  very  destitute  women,  with  little  children 
to  support. 

A  family  worthy  of  assistance,  was  found  living  in  a 
cellar,  which  was  neat  and  clean.  Husband  disabled 
from  doing  hard  work,  wife  suffering  from  rheumatism, 
and  one  son  had  severe  attacks  of  fits.  Visitor  supplied 
them  with  fuel  and  groceries,  and  assisted  in  paying  one 
month’s  rent. 

Another  visitor  advertised  for  a  child’s  wagon,  for  a 
little  blind  boy,  who  at  nine  years  of  age  could  not  walk. 
In  answer,  a  good  carriage  was  received,  and  $5.45  in 
money,  which  will  procure  some  comforts  for  his  sick 
mother,  and  help  her  with  the  rent,  which  the  Rector  of 
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Trinity  Chapel,  kindly  paid  last  month,  as  well  as  supplied 
her  with  groceries. 

A  pleasant  home  and  situation  as  music  teacher,  was 
procured  by  a  visitor,  for  a  young  and  intelligent  widow, 
without  money  or  friends,  she  was  very  grateful,  having 
been  tempted  to  go  on  the  stage ;  every  inducement 
having  been  offered. 

A  French  family  was  found,  not  able  to  speak  English, 
the  mother  sick,  father  in  the  Insane  Department  of  the 
Almshouse,  and  five  children  unable  to  obtain  food.  A 
soup  permit  was  furnished  them,  and  they  were  otherwise 
relieved  by  the  Union  Benevolent  funds. 

A  poor  man  dying  of  consumption  and  who  had  been 
under  the  care  of  a  visitor  for  some  time,  thanked  her  re¬ 
peatedly  for  comforts  he  had  received  from  the  Union 
Benevolent  Society. 


Thirteenth  District. 

Delaioare  river  to  Sixth  street,  South  street  to  Morris. 

Visits  made  during  the  year,  1,012:  sick  persons  reported,  212; 
deaths  reported,  28  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  received 
and  expended,  $450.00  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  coal, 
1314  tons  ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  stoves  loaned,  6  ; 
soup  tickets  given,  6. 

Prom  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  groceries  to  the  amount  of  $2.25, 
and  3  coal  orders,  104  garments,  8  pairs  of  shoes.  1  hat,  3  bonnets,  4 
overcoats,  1  pair  pillow  cases,  1  pair  sheets,  18  yards  calico,  10  yards 
flannel.  Most  of  the  above  garments  were  from  private  sources,  but 
some  were  from  the  Dorcas  Societies  of  “St.  Paul’s,  St.  Peter’s,  and 
the  First  Presbyterian  Churches  also  from  private  charity,  6  pounds 
rice,  7  pounds  flour,  14  pounds  of  tea,  2  pounds  soap,  5  pounds  sugar, 
1  pound  coffee,  2  pounds  crackers,  1  paper  corn  starch,  1  peck  potatoes, 
and  money  expended  to  the  amount  of  $65.25  ;  also,  $8.00  to  help  bury 
a  poor  woman,  of  whom  the  visitor  says,  “  Being  one  of  the  household 
of  Faith,  I  could  not  see  her  buried  in  the  unchristian  manner  of  a 
common  pauper.” 

An  interesting  case  is  reported  of  two  widows,  mother 
and  daughter.  The  daughter  very  deaf  and  a  severe  suf¬ 
ferer  from  rheumatism.  The  mother  had  done  tailoring- 
work  for  an  establishment  on  Market  street,  for  eighteen 
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years,  but  was  discharged  in  consequence  of  machine 
work  being  preferred  to  band  sewing.  When  visited  they 
had  been  months  without  work,  living  mainly  on  the 
savings  of  the  past — sickness  visited  them,  leaving  them 
*  poorer  than  ever.  The  report  says,  “  They  are  most 
anxious  to  obtain  work.  They  are  in  a  small,  clean  room, 
surrounded  by  some  evidences  of  better  times.  When 
visited  first,  one  chilly,  damp  day,  they  were  wrapped  in 
shawls,  having  no  fire  and  scarcely  any  food.”  The  visi¬ 
tor  obtained  four  dollars  from  a  private  source,  and  paid 
their  rent,  supplied  them  with  coal,  groceries,  &c.  A 
sober,  industrious  man  was  found  in  the  winter  without 
work,  his  wife  sick,  and  having  just  lost  three  children, 
within  a  few  hours  of  each  other  ;  they  died  of  scarlet 
fever.

Poor,  coal,  6  tons  ;  from  the  Nurses’  Home,  §218,  given  for  nourish¬ 
ment,  and  49  persons  obtained  the  benefit  of  its  charity  ;  from  the 
Bethany  Aid  Society,  expended  for  rent,  nourishment  and  funeral 
expenses,  §258.00 ;  also  20  pairs  of  boots,  120  garments,  20  yards 
muslin,  and  quilts,  sheets,  pillow  cases. 

From  the  Sanitary  Commission,  through  Mrs.  Jones,  §75.00,  for  the 
benefit  of  eleven  soldiers  ;  from  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  Dorcas, 
20  garments  ;  from  private  cliai'ity  $172.00,  expended  ;  120  garments, 
24  pairs  boots,  tea,  sugar,  wines,  jellies  and  bed-clothing. 

Employment  obtained  for  twelve  persons ;  six  persons 
persuaded  to  attend  places  of  worship ;  several  persons 
signed  the  pledge  through  a  visitor.  A  sad  account  is 
related  of  a  family  consisting  of  a  man,  -wife  and  two  very 
interesting  girls,  recently  from  Savannah.  When  they 
arrived  here  they  were  friendless  and  homeless — no  money 
or  work.  The  husband  had  preceded  the  family  some 
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days,  hoping  by  the  time  they  reached  here  he  would  have 
work  and  a  home  provided,  but  he  was  taken  sick  and  of 
course  could  do  nothing.  He  was  permitted  to  remain  on 
the  vessel  until  his  family  arrived.  A  gentleman  noticing 
their  forlorn  condition  allowed  them  to  stay  in  his  store- 
until  they  could  procure  a  room,  which  they  did  at  739 
Filbert  street.  It  was  a  wretched  place,  in  a  filthy  condi¬ 
tion,  and  having  nothing  to  clean  with,  it  was  in  vain  to 
attempt  it.  Their  bed  consisted  of  a  bed  and  two  pillows, 
which  they  had  brought  with  them.  The  visitor  collected 
a  sum  of  money,  for  which  the  wife  was  unable  to  express 
her  thanks.  They  were  removed  to  a  more  comfortable 
place,  and  the  husband  obtained  work  at  six  dollars  per 
week.  The  eldest  daughter  was  placed  in  a  situation,  at 
low  wages,  to  learn  a  trade,  which  it  was  hoped  would 
prove  remunerative. 

S.  M — ,  aged  fifty-six,  helpless  from  rheumatism  for  six 
years,  has  during  that  time  been  cared  for  by  the  Union 
Benevolent  and  her  rent  paid.  Application  was  made  by 
the  visitor  to  Stephen  Smith,  the  founder  of  the  “  Home 
for  Aged  Colored  Persons,”  and  through  his  kindness  she 
was  admitted  into  this  most  comfortable  home.

charity  distributed  by  Miss  Fawcett;  from  Dorcas  Society  of  St.  Jclm’s 
Lutheran  Church,  5  yards  muslin,  44  yards  cassimere,  1  dress  and  6  yards 
of  material  for  undershirts  ;  from  Dorcas  Society  of  Grace  Church,  85 
yards  calico,  30  yards  muslin,  5  yards  red  flannel,  7  pairs  shoes,  and 
3  tons  of  coal ;  from  Dorcas  Society  of  St.  Mark’s  Lutheran  Church,  1 
flannel  skirt ;  from  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  3  straw  hats,  1 
coat,  2  flannel  shirts,  5  pairs  stockings,  1  pair  boots,  1  flannel  shirt, 
1  pair  woollen  gloves,  2  undervests,  1  double  wrapper  and  one  gent’s 
vest. 

From  private  charity,  201  part-worn  garments,  59  pairs  cotton  stock¬ 
ings,  13  dresses,  17  flannel  saccpies,  10  coats,  13  boys’  jackets  and  pants, 
10  hats,  4  overcoats,  16  woollen  men’s  jackets,  39  new  garments,  29 
pail’s  shoes,  3  balmoral  skirts,  1  bonnet,  12  shirts,  22  pairs  pants,  27 
pairs  woollen  stockings,  3  new  gingham  aprons,  12  woollen  hoods, 
3  gents’  vests,  12  pairs  mittens,  12  pairs  leggings,  64  yards  part-worn 
carpet,  1  bedstead,  1  feather-bed,  1  bolster,  1  pair  pillows,  3  pairs  part- 
worn  boots,  30  loaves  of  bread,  1  bushel  of  potatoes,  apples,  chicken, 
jelly,  peaches,  soups,  custards,  apple  butter,  3  pounds  tea,  4  pounds 
flour,  2  pounds  beef,  8  pounds  sugar,  oranges,  rusks,  lemons,  1  pound 
butter,  2  mackerel,  2  baskets  of  groceries,  and  delicacies  for  the  sick. 

A  visitor  of  one  of  the  sections  reports  the  death  of  an 
aged  woman,  who  has  been  under  her  care  sixteen  years, 
and  whose  Christian  character  was  worthy  of  imitation. 

Another  visitor  called  to  see  a  family  of  three  persons 
consisting  of  a  widow  with  one  little  daughter,  and  an 
aged  father  to  support.  She  found  them  making  line  cloth 
pants  at  twenty-five  cents  a  pair.  The  father  was  working 
at  the  pockets,  and  the  little  girl  at  the  lighter  parts. 
Everything  about  the  room  was  neat  and  clean,  and  by 
using  the  greatest  economy  it  was  impossible  for  her  to 
support  them  without  assistance.  The  visitor  relieved 
their  present  necessity  and  left  them,  regretting  that  labor 
was  so  poorly  remunerated. 

Another  visitor  reports  the  case  of  a  woman  who  was 
in  consumption  nine  months.  By  the  kindness  of  friends 
the  visitor  had  her  furnished  with  ice  weekly  and  daily 
with  her  dinner.  During  the  visitor’s  absence  from  the 
city,  she  was  visited  weekly  by  the  visitor’s  friends.  She 
died  September  9th,  in  the  blessed  hope  of  a  glorious  im- 
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mortality.  She  blessed  the  Association  for  what  it  had 
done  for  her.  The  visitor  spent  many  precious  hours  in 
her  sick  room,  and  was  rewarded  by  seeing  her  so  patient 
and  resigned  to  God’s  will.

1044  pounds  of  tea,  2  pounds  of 
coffee,  2  bushels  of  potatoes,  52  pairs  of  shoes,  62  yards  of  muslin,  45 
yards  of  chintz,  3  entire  suits  of  boys’  clothes,  7  new  dresses,  2  vests, 
3  pairs  of  pants,  and  1  new  wrapper,  3  persons  aided  from  the  Nurses’ 
charity  ;  received  $20.00  from  the  fund  of  the  Sanitary  Commission  ; 
received  from  the  Union  Aid  Society,  1  ton  of  coal,  ^  cord  of  wood,  15 
garments,  60  yards  of  calico,  40  yards  muslin,  20  yards  of  flannel,  and 
10  yards  of  cloth ;  received  from  the  Dorcas  Society  of  the  Second  Re¬ 
formed  Church,  160  garments,  22  dresses  of  woollen  material,  3  suits 
of  boys’  clothes,  and  2  tons  of  coal. 

To  the  visitors  who  know  the  field  of  labor  and  its 
many  demands,  figures  seem  meagre  and  unsatisfactory. 
Let  the  amount  indicated  be  ever  so  great,  they  cannot  tell 
the  ickole  story.  The  words  of  cheer  and  comfort  to  the 
afflicted — of  encouragement  to  the  desponding,  and  warn¬ 
ing  to  the  erring;  the  sustaining  hand  and  sympathising 
tear  ;  the  souls  pointed  to  a  waiting  Saviour,  and  the  many 
who  rejoice  in  believing  are  an  aggregate  of  good  that 
cannot  be  rated  by  figures  or  measured  in  words.  But 
the  blessed  reward  is  realized  in  full  measure  pressed 
down  and  running  over,  from  One  who  has  so  encourag¬ 
ingly  said,  “  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these,”  “Ye  did  it  unto  Me.”

Union  Benevolent  Association  : 

Gentlemen: — The  following  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  male  visitor  for  the  past  year  is  respectfully  submitted, 
as  follows :  Avoiding  as  heretofore  those  localities  where 
poverty  and  want  are  the  result  of  vicious  habits,  and 
where  the  bestowal  of  charity  would  be  but  the  pander¬ 
ing  to  vice,  without  any  hope  of  beneficial  results,  and 
having  at  all  times  more  claims  of  the  poor  of  undoubted 
worth  than  can  be  adequately  relieved  from  the  scanty 
funds  that  are  at  our  disposal,  I  have  confined  my  opera¬ 
tions,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  such  cases  as  were  of  the 
most  urgent  character. 

The  number  of  families  visited  in  the  year  amount  to 
2,050;  of  which  there  has  been  relieved  but  964;  amount 
of  coal  distributed,  1274  tons;  distribution  of  groceries, 
§231 ;  stoves  loaned,  43  ;  sick  under  care  during  the  year, 
88  ;  number  of  deaths  occurring,  13  ;  donations  received 
from  various  sources,  $16.50  ;  received  and  distributed 
also  several  garments  for  children,  several  ladies’  dresses, 
4  pairs  of  shoes,  and  one  comfortable. 

Hoping  that  my  labors  and  mode  of  operation  may 
prove  satisfactory,

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AMENDED  CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Snion  gnubohnt  Association. 


Whereas ,  in  all  populous  communities,  and  especially  in 
large  cities,  the  evils  of  pauperism  are  found  to  press 
heavily,  both  on  the  poor  by  privation,  and  on  the  rich 
by  taxation  :  and  since  experience  shows  that  the  com- 
fort  and  well  being  of  every  individual  in  society  are 
liable  to  interruption  by  the  disorderly  conduct  and  crimes 
which  too  often  accompany  poverty  ;  and  whereas ,  it  is  a 
duty,  admitted  to  be  binding  upon  all  persons,  to  aid  in 
alleviating,  and  still  more  in  preventing  the  misfortunes 
and  sufferings  of  their  fellow-citizens ;  we,  the  under¬ 
signed,  after  due  deliberation  on  the  subject,  do  hereby 
agree  to  the  following  charter,  as  the  means  by  which 
actual  distress  will  be  the  best  mitigated  and  removed, 
pauperism  and  its  concomitant  ills  prevented,  and  employ¬ 
ment,  and  instruction  provided  for  the  indigent  and  needy, 
compatibly  with  justice  to  all  classes,  and  the  best  interests 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  I. 

This  society  shall  be  called  “The  Union  Benevolent 
Association,”  and,  by  that  name,  shall  have  perpetual  suc¬ 
cession,  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  change 
the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the 
objects  of  the  institution,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  by  that 
name  and  title  be  capable,  in  law,  of  taking,  holding,  im- 
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proving,  mortgaging,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  securities, 
the  net  animal  income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  to  no  other  objects 
than  those  expressed  in  this  charter. 

Article  II. 

Every  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  be  elected  by  the  Board,  shall  be 
a  member  for  life ;  and  every  such  citizen  who  shall  pay 
annually  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  live 
dollars,  and  be  elected  by  the  board,  shall  be  a  member 
while  he  contributes. 

Article  III. 

The  association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  third  Tues¬ 
day  of  May  of  each  year,  eleven  members  forming  a  quo¬ 
rum,  and  special  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  called 
by  the  President  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  one  of  the 
Tice  Presidents  at  the  request  in  writing  of  ten  members. 

The  affairs  of  the  said  association  shall  be  conducted  by 
the  Executive  Board,  seven  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  who  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  month. 

Article  IV. 

The  members  of  the  association  who  have  been  mem¬ 
bers  thereof  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  election, 
shall  at  the  annual  meeting  elect,  by  ballot,  twenty-four 
managers,  to  constitute  the  Executive  Board,  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner,  viz.  :  at  the  first  election  after  this  amend¬ 
ment  shall  have  been  granted  they  shall  elect  eight 
managers  to  serve  for  one  year ;  eight  to  serve  for  two 
vears,  and  eight  to  serve  for  three  vears,  and  at  each  an- 
nual  election  thereafter  they  shall  elect  eight  managers  to 
serve  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  enter 
upon  their  duties. 
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At  tlieir  first  meeting  after  their  election,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  the  said  managers  shall  choose  from 
their  own  number,  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasu¬ 
rer,  and  a  Solicitor,  who  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  and  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Any  manager  or  officer  who  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  three  consecutive  months 
between  the  first  of  October  and  the  first-  of  May,  without 
good  cause,  and  without  the  leave  of  the  Board,  may  be 
considered  as  having  resigned,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Board. 

Artice  V. 

The  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  senior 
Vice  President  present,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  association  and  Executive  Board,  and  subscribe  their 
official  acts.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
Vice  Presidents,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

Article  VI. 

The  Executive  Board  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association,  lay  before  it  a  full  report  of  its  affairs,  and 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year,  and 
communicate  such  other  information  as  may  be  considered 
useful. 

Article  VII. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  at  least  three  days’ 
notice  in  the  newspapers,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
election,  and  of  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Article  VIII. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  authority  to  confer  with  and 
assist  the  Ladies’  Branch  of  the  Union  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  carrying  its  objects  into  execution ;  to  divide 
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the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  into  districts  ;  to  ap¬ 
point  an  agent  or  agents,  with  such  salaries  as  may  he 
necessary,  and  to  take  such  other  measures  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  to  carry  the  objects  of  the  association  into 
effect,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  the  Board. 

Article  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  report  monthly  to  the  hoard,  and 
shall  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  lay  before 
it  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  of  the  funds  of 
the  association  ;  and  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  by  the 
President  under  the  direction  of  the  association  or  Board- 
He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  finances  of  the  as¬ 
sociation  in  books  which  shall  always  he  accessible  to  the 
Board  or  to  a  committee  thereof  appointed  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  He  shall  deposit  the  money  of  the  association  in 
such  place,  and  make  such  investments  thereof  as  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  order. 

Article  X. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  fair  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  association  and  of  the  Board  ;  shall 
attest  their  official  acts  and  give  notice  of  their  meetings. 
In  case  of  his  absence  a  Secretary  'pro  tern:  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed. 

Article  XI. 

The  correspondence  of  the  association  and  of  the  Board, 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Article  XII. 

The  Managers  may  make  any  rules,  regulations  or  by¬ 
laws,  that  they  may  think  proper  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter.

Article  XIII. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  have  power,  in  the  absence 
or  disability  of  either  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  to 
appoint  an  officer  pro  tern,  to  perform  any  of  his  duties, 
and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  either  of  the 
said  offices.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  said 
Board  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  either  of  the  said 
officers. 


Article  XIV. 

To  guard  against  any  inconvenience  in  carrying  into 
execution  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  said 
association,  the  officers  and  Managers  constituting  the 
Executive  Board,  when  these  amendments  to  the  consti¬ 
tution  shall  have  been  granted,  and  those  who  may  he 
elected  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices, 
and  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  Executive  Board,  until  the  next  annual  election,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed.

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BY-LAWS 

For  the  government  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Union  Benevolent  Association. 


Article  I. — Stated  Meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Friday  in  each  month,  at  seven  and  a  half  p.  m.,  or  on 
such  other  day  and  hour  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

Article  II. — Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence  by  either  of  the  Vice  Presi¬ 
dents,  at  the  written  recpiest  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

Article  III. — The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

1.  Calling  the  Roll, 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Report  of  Agent. 

4.  Report  of  Treasurer. 

5.  Report  of  Standing  Committees. 

6.  Report  of  Special  Committees. 

7.  Deferred  business. 

8.  Yew  business. 

9.  Election. 

Article  IV. — The  following  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after 
the  annual  election : 

1.  A  Committee  on  publication,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  members. 

2.  A  Committee  of  conference,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  five  members,  to  attend  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Ladies’  Board. 
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3.  A  Committee  on  finance,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
five  members,  to  confer  with  the  Treasurer,  and  have  an 
oversight  of  the  financial  concerns ;  at  least  one  of  their 
number  to  examine  and  certify  all  lulls  before  they  be 
ordered  to  be  paid  by  this  Board. 

4.  A  Committee  on  office  and  work,  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  five  members. 


4.  A  Committee  on  fuel  and  stoves,  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  fi  ve  members 

Article  V. — Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officer.  All  Committees  to  report  in  writ¬ 
ing,  signed  by  such  persons  as  the  Committee  shall  direct. 

Article  VI. —It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings, 
read  each  minute  when  made,  and  to  notify  all  Committees, 
through  their  chairman,  of  their  appointment  and  its 
objects. 

Article  VII.—1 The  Board  shall  elect  by  ballot  suitable 
persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  its  body.  A 
majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for  a 
choice. 


Article  VIII. — All  resolutions  shall  be  offered  in 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  mover,  if  requested  bjr  any 
member. 


Article  IX. — For  all  bills  duly  certified  and  approved 
by  the  Board,  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
signed  by  the  President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary.
